A recent article ID the Detroit Tribune 


relates an interview with Rev. Dr. Ryan 
on the subject of pavements, in which 
the gentlemen said be had paid tbe sub- 
ject considerable attention, and hud trav- 
eled over the worst as well aa tbe besl 
ways in the world. He eaid brick was 
bound to be the pavement in the future, 
as it furnished a smooth track and held 
just enough debris to make it noiseless, 
while it was far lees severe on rolling 
stock than any other. He especially con- 
demned wooden pavements of any kind, 
but said that at Charleston, West VR., a 
brick covered street was in good condi- 
tion after 12 years of hard usage. We 
think, however, he made one mistake in 
recommending a bed of sand over a frame 
work of timbers. We think the Jackson- 
ville plen the best, putting down a bed of 
cinders first which makes a cushion and 
furnishes drainage for the water; then 
sand and the two courses of brick. Oar 
pavement ooets about $1,55 per square 
yard, exclusive of digging. The Spring- 
field cedar blocks cast 81,35; and com- 
pared with our improvements are s mere 
make shift which will be rotten or fall of 
holes while our own will be in good con- 
dition.—Jacksonville Journal,

Harlan, of the Supreme Court of the 
United States met in the United States 
Circuit Court room Thursday the follow- 
ing attorneys interested in the foreclos- 
ure and sale of the Illinois Midland Kail- 
road, namely: L. Wallack, New Toik 
City, W. G. Beale, Chicago, John T. Dye, 
Indianapolis, H Crea and J. M. Clokey 
of Deoatur, H. Van Seller and J. A. Eads 
of Paris, H. is. Greene and Attorney Gen- 
eral Hunt of this city. A decree was 
originally entered in this court ia this 
case on the third day of June, 1885. The 
Union Trust Company of New York, and 
others, appealed from said decree to the 
Supreme Coutt of the United States, 
which oourt modified in some particu- 
lars said decree, and remanded the case 
to this court for such farther action as 
might be necessary to carry the decree 
into effect. Mr. Justice Harlac directed 
a decree to be entered in accordance with 
the mandate of the Supreme Court, under 
whioh decree the road will be offered for 
sale on the 30th day of September rest, 
ani provides that unless the road shall 
sell for at least 8800,000 the sale may, in 
the discretion of the court, be set sside. 
This sum of 8800,000 will pay the labor 
claims and other indebtedness proved up 
court against tbe railroad company,—

The roofs of New York are the home door- 


yards.

Miss Folsom's Joke on the Presi 
dent.

Though possessing so much quiet 


dignity, Miss Folsom saw the ludic- 
rous side to many things at the 
Wnite House, and at one of the 
President's day receptions to the 
ptiblic school-girl mischief cropped 
out in a little surprise put upon the 
President. The crowd had nearly 
all filed out of the East Boom 
where the hand shaking on these 
occasions takes place. The Presi- 
dent with a look of relief in his face 
was about to turn away, as he gav 
the last visitor's hand the parting 
grasp. Suddenly two youag women 
came out from behind the columns 
where they had been concealed, and 
walking demurely forward put out 
two right hands at the same time, 
saying formally: "Good morning, 
Mr. President. 
We hope you are 


well to-day," following the words 
with low but merry laughter. 
They 


were Miss Folsom and Miss Van 
Vechten. The President said some- 
thing about the "bad light" and con 
feased that he did not know them 
until they greeted him. 


BOTH factions in the Gubernato- 


rial contest in Georgia charge each 
other with enlisting the aid of Re- 
publicans in their primaries. Inas 
much as Republicans are sure of not 
having their votes counted election- 
day when they vote for their own 
candidates, they may be pardoned 
for voting in Democratic caucuses 
when they are cordially invited 
Each of the Democratic factions is 
busily electioneering the black Re 
publicans to vote their ticket, and 
the result turns on which faction 
they favor most.. The colored voters 
hold the balance of power—indeed, 
they could easily elect a Republican 
Governor if their votes would be 
counted; but there is no chance of 
this; unless they are cast for the 
Democratic candidates they will be 
thrown out. There are about 175, 
000 white votes in the State and 
145,000 colored, leaving a white 
majority of 30,000, of whom per 
haps 10,000 are Republicans, while 
perhaps 20,000 of the blacks are 
Democrats, or call themselves such 
for pelf and policy. 


MR. IHOALLS, the caustic Senator 


from Kansas, appears to possess 
qualities as a peacemaker which have 
hitherto been unsuspected. After a 
very sharp spat in the Senate with 
Senator Cockrell, of Missouri, en 
Saturday, in which the latter had 
been bluntly informed that he waa 
no gentleman and did not know how 
to ask a polite question, Mr. Ingalls 
sauntered over to Mr. CoekrelFs 
desk and laid bis hand upon the 
tatter's shoulder. 
Mr. 
Uockrell 


turned a face crimson with anger 
upon Mr. Ingalls, but no coffee and 
pistols were called for. The Kansas 
Senator passed some remark which 
had the effect of wreathing the Mis. 
sourian's face in a smilp, and the two 
walked off arm in arm together, ap- 
parently the oest of frienda Mr 
Ingalls is certainly a very versatile 
Senator. 


IT is expected that Parliament 


will be dissolved on the 28th inst, 
The elections will occupy a month 
at least, and the new House will as- 
semble about the second week in 
August. 
The Home Rule bill wil 


be the issue, and the success or fail- 
ure of the Gladstone party at the 
polls will determine the fate of that 
measure for the present. 
The en- 


larged suffrage leads to the hope 
that Gladstone's hands will be up- 
held by the people, although it is 
evident that he has Jost ground with 
his Scotch constituents, about twenty 
of the Liberals from Scotland having 
voted against a second reading on 
Monday night.

Captain Post. 


At the reeeot meeting of the Mapn 


county ;bar, held in the court room, at 
whicn indue Nelson was chairman, re- 
marks of a tender character were made 
by several attorneys en the death o£ 
Captain J. S. Post, the veteran member 
of the ban 
The speeches were taken 


down in 'nil by Mr, Joseph Cover, the 
itenographer. Until to-day the BEPUB- 
LIOAN has been unable to publish a 
Bjnopeis of the addresses, as furnished 
by Mr. Cover. They are given belo-.: 


C. A. Swing said: Captain Post n&d fl jnenta 


of strength as a -uwyer that dlguittea aim a ad 
that enabled him to carry tniougti Isouib suc- 
cessfully in this court. He was u man ot live- 
ly sympathy, of qulcfc appreciation of justice 
and of strong common sense. He w»s Kind to 
bis adversaries at the bar Two or three 
weeks ago 1 called upon htm with another 
member of the bar, and we found him cheer- 
ful and interesting. He talked upon his fa- 
vorite subject, old times in Deoatur, and the 
prominent men he associated R ith thirty or 
torty years ago. He was not a client man m 
conversation; tae originated subjects and en- 
tertained his hearers This bar will never 
have a member who, leaving It, will leave be- 
hind BO fully, so completely, no trace of bit- 
terness In the minds ot u embera of the bar. 


I. A. Buckingham said, among other things, 
that as a young lawyer, practicing with tne 
Captain, the deceased wts very charitable to 
his misiakes. and always shouldered the re- 
sponsibilities of his mistakes himself, and he 
acted thus toward other > oung men. He ilked 
to see young men get along, and I think 1 am 
indebted to him more than to any one else for 
whatever success I have enjoyed. Usually, a 
young lawyer In partnership with an older, IB 
overshadowed by the older lawyer, answers all 
inquiries and la the nominal bead and tront. 
ButCapta.u Post pushed me forward. I had 
to 3tutiy the cases, examine witnesses and 
mal.s rrguments. I think he was doing that 
to advance me. His kind-heartedness was a 
household word—alwajs generous, always 
brave, and ready to protect the weak. He al- 
ways protected a brother lawyer'a interest m 
court, if that lawyer iras absent when his case 
was called. He died poor, and there Is a rea- 
son for It, In view of his open, generous heart, 
giving whenever he had It. This kind of men 
ornament the profession, and they can not 
well be spared. Thl» kingly man is sorely 
missed—we can not forget, his memory, good 
qualities of heart and mind. 


Edwin Park said that he would add the same 
testimony as Mr. Buckingham to his kindness 
and benevolence. He waa a good conversa- 
tionalist, took pride in narrating incidents ot 
the American war. A good trait was freedom 
from any real partisan bias lu his political 
views. He would comment on public men of 
opposite politics iHth lalrneti!, never with 
bitterness. He was kina to > oung tnen—he 
manifested It to me -when I tirei uouimenced 
praotlce. He loved justice and loved to see 
justice done. Take captain Foot all through 
he was a just man. 


Harvey Pasco said he mtt Captain Post six- 
teen years ago, and borro»ed his books The 
Captain asked him why he didn't come for 
more. He was a very social and kindly man; 
he always aeemed to be in ttte rignt and to do 
right. 


A. G. Webber said, among other words, 
Many members of the bar have known Capi. 
Post longer than I, but none better bis kind 
and true qualities. His strong trait was a 
broad and comprehensive sympathy for right 
and justice, ^e learned to love him for his 
sup.rior qualities and because he was a pure 
man. There was no man more uniform In his 
courtesy and desire to assist others. Person- 
ally I can never forget his kindnesses. The 
membeis of this bar have sustained a loss 
that can never be replaced. 


John A. Brown said; I should feel that I was 
negligent of my duty if I did not bear further 
testimony to the true manliness and good 
character of our departed brother. I can 
hardly realize that it is nearly a quarter of a 
century since I iirst grasped his hand; as I 
look around I see but one member ot the bar, 
the president of this meeting, who was in act- 
ive practice here 35 years ago. Capt. Post 
arst Invited me to reside In DecRtur, and he 
was the Urst to congratulate me on becoming 
a member of this bar. I ones asked his advice 
on some matter difficult to adjust and he said, 
"John, I have only one thing to say—do what 
you think is right, regardless of lawyers or 
anybody else." When Mr. Smith was prepar- 
ing tho history 8f Maoon county Capt. Post 
was much in my office to see that everything 
was correct. But of late years he has been it: 
less and less, and the last time I saw him ] 
asked him if he was not forgetting his duties 
In not calling, and he replied that he was get- 
ting old and I must not expeot to see him so 
ofien. In generosity of spirit no member 
of this bar ooal*ejrcel our departed brother, 
and I join you in sorrowing for him 


B. I. Sterrett spoke feelingly of the Captain's 
death and tesuttPd that in his struggles with 
Chltty on Pleadinwa he was helped out by 
Capt. Post and was encouraged so much as to 
go on In the profession. 


J. M Clokey said that In the profession of 
law ther&wns a tendency to develop the harsh 
er phases of our nature: there is an ambition 
and a motivo for success that helps develop 
selfishness. Ascent in the right path Is harq 
d scent Is easy. Now Capt. Post's lite was an 
active one, and a successful one in a profes 
sion that appeals to these peculiar qualities of 
human nature. He was a stalwart among 
stalwarts at ihe bar, a brave advocate, a mar 
that took an active part in the conflicts, and 
yet he could rise above self, be could crush 
the pulse of ambition, he could put back the 
difficulties of the lower elements In nature; in 
otherwords he could make everything con- 
form to ihe t ue standard of right and wrong 
Capt. Post never lost sight of true persona] 
honor—of the amenities of the profession. For 
a man to travel as be has done through such 
long years of conflict and yet to maintain the 
character that everyone Is here to testify to- 
his equltablencss, his unceasing kindness 01 
na'ure, that constant disposition to Bee fair 
play, to see the right prevail—speaks more 
eloquently than our words of pralss. We 
have lost a good man, and in talking of him 
let us not forget the inspiration of bis life 
and let us labor to honor the profession so 
that when it comes our turn our survivors can 
speak of us as we do of him in love and adml 
ration.

THE PLANET EARTH. 


tU Characteristics Described In m Encturc 


by Prof. C. A. Young. 


The Lowell Institute lecture by Prof. 


C. A. Young related to the earth, astro- 
nomically considered. Its diameter, 
he said, has been determined with a 
possible error of 2,006 or 3,000 feet. A 
corresponding discrepancy may exist 
as regards other long distances upon 
its surface. For example, the distance 
from the observatory at Washington to 
that of Cape Town, at the Cape of 
Good Hope, is known within 1,200 or 
1,500 feet. Yet this extent of mac- 
curacy is a very unsatisfactory condi- 
tion of things to astronomers, and con- 
stant efforts are making to diminish the 
uncertainly, which 
Prof. Newcomb 


thinks ought to be reduced to a possible 
variation of 200 fee,t. The difficulties 
attending the solution of the problem 
were described by the lecturer, and the 
extreme nicety of the painstaking pre- 
cision of those engaged in solving the 
Eroblem were explained and defined, 


ome of the desiderata of astronomy 


are much more readily ascertain able as 
regards (fee other planets than as re- 
gards the earth. These others can be 
observed and their dimensions and 
motions in space ascertained by watch- 
ing them through telescopes. But to 
ascertain the same things about this 
planet man must creep painfully over 
its surface. 
This led Arago to make 


the remark that "the earth is the most 
inaccessible of the heavenly bodies." 
The lecturer gave account of the vari- 
ous demonstrations 
of the earth's 


sphericity, but inadvertently, nodoubt, 
omitted that most usually adduced, its 
shadows cast upon the moon in an 
eclipse. 
One 
method 
mentioned 


was that of setting three vertical stakes 
or poles in line in a canal, the top of 
each stake being the same height above 
the water surface, the distance from 
the middle to each outer stake being 
one mile. If the earth were flat a hor- 
izontal line would coincide with the 
tops of the stakes; but, in fact, the 
line passes about eight inches below 
the top ot the middle stake, as sighted 
from either of the end stakes. Various 
methods of demonstrating that the 
earth has a rotary motion were de- 
scribed. One of the^e doubtless proved 
to many of the audience more instruc- 
tive incidentally than directly. The 
fact that the cyclonic motion of the 
great storms of the northern hemi- 
sphere is the reverse of the motion of 
the hands of a clock has often been 
stated in connection with weather 
prognostics in the newspapers. 
This, 


as the lecturer explained, is the normal 
course for the wind currents. 
The 


wind being north, its normal tendency 
is to become northeast, or if east, to 
become southeast, south, and so on. 
If it goes the other way, from east to 
north-east and north, we know that 
the conditions are abnormal, and that 
continued fair weather can not be 
counted upon. 
Hence, the phrase 


"backing around," as applied to the 
wind, is no random appellation of the 
sailors, but its definition has the sanc- 
tion of science. In the southern hemi- 
sphere, as the lecturer remarked, what 
we should call "backing 
around" 


would be the normal procedure. Va- 
rious other points were touched upon, 
and pictures of astronomical instru- 
ments were produced upon a screen.— 
Boston Advertiser.

Nutritive ratio in the above table, 


means the ratio of albuminoids to car- 
bo-hydrates, including the fats. In in- 
cluding the fats, however, one pound 
of that is estimated as being equal to 
two of the true carbo-hydrates, as it is 
twice as productive of boat. The fig- 
ures representing the value are not the 
market prices, but simply a compara- 
tive set of figures. 


It will be seen that flax-seed has a 


large amount of oil which, doubled and 
added to the carbo-hydrates, make it 
very rich in carbonaceous or fattening 
material, and it also has quite a large 
amount of albuminoids, thus making 
it the most valuable food in tho list, 
taking all the nutrients into account. 
Taking enough llax seed to make one 
hundred pounds of liusccd-cake and 
extract the oil, the proportion of carbo- 
hydrates is much decreased, and the 
albuminoids are increased, but the 
total amonnt of nutrients is reduced 
and hence the value likewise. By 
comparing flax-soed and the cake with 
corn, it is seen that they have more of 
all the digestible nutrients than has the 
latter, and Consequently 
a greater 


value as stock food. 


However, in estimating the value of 


any one food, the feeder must do more 
than'determine its value by itself, for, 
as a rnle, by combining with other 
foods, its worth can be largely in- 
creased. Also, the value of any one 
food depends largely on the purpose 
for which it is fed. 


Stock cattle need about one pound 


of digestible albuminoids or flesh- 
makers, to twelve of carbo-hydrates 
(including fats) or fattening food, for 
each 1,000 pounds of animal per dav. 
Growing cattle a year old, need one 
pound to seven; fattening cattle 1 to 
5.5; milch cows 1 to 5.4; sheep, 1 to 6- 
pigs, 1 to 5. 


Now by looking at the table we see 


that flax-seed has one pound of albu- 
minoids to 4 9 carbo-hydrates. Lin- 
seed-cake one pound to only two of 
the carbo-hydrates. 
In both 
cases 


there is more albuminoids than are ac- 
tually needed to meet the wante of al- 
most all 
animals, and very much 


more than some need. If then one 
should feed with either one of these 
alone he would do one of two things. 
If he could feed as much of say the oil 
cake as would furnish all the carbo- 
hydrates as a steer would n?ed there 
would be more of the albuminoids 
than he could use and it would simply 
pass through him and be found in the 
manure. Should ,the animal be fed 
only as much as would furnish what 
albuminoids were wanted then he 
would no't get enough carbo-hydrates 
and would not thrive. 


Now look at the figures opposite po 
tatoes. It will be seen that 100 pounds 
of these havp but a small amount of 
nutiicnts of any kind, bat yet have 10.6 
pounds of carbo-hydrates to one of al- 
buminoids, very much less of the latter 
than most animals require. Should 
these be fed alone, the reverse of what 
would happen in the other case would 
be the result. In either case food 
would be wasted. 


Now the remedy seems obvious. li 


the feeder will take two foods, one 
having an excess of carbo-hydrates and 
the other of albuminoids, by combining 
the two in the proper proportion a 
batter-balanced food is made; that is, 
one that meets th« wants of the animal 
without waste. It is in this way that 
such concentrated foods as oil cake and 
cotton seed meal should be used. Over- 
rich in albuminoids they can not be fed 
alone to aninmls without injury; but 
fed with hay, straw, roots and other 
foods having an excess of carbonaceous 
material, they will not only give to the 
animal their full value but also make 
the poorer foods much more valuable. 


Flax-seed from which the oil has not 


been extracted is too rich in oil to be 
of very general value as a combination 
food. However, a small portion is 
sometimes quite useful. 
In feedincr 


calves on skim-milk a little boiled flax5- 
seecl can be added with excellent re- 
sults, partly from its nutritive and 
partly frou its medieinal effect. A 
very little flax-seed added to the ration 
of any animal will insure a smooth, 
plossy coat of hair.—Caiman's Rural 
•World.

Mention has been made in these col- 


umns of tha death of Rev. Joseph Mosser, 
father of the editor of this paper, which 
occurred at his late residence in Salem, 
111, on the morning of the 10th inbt. The 
deceased had many friends in and about 
Decatur, some of whom have known him 
for more than half a century, and this 
fact, as well as filial respect aud affection, 
furnishes an apology for a more extended 
notice than is usual, if indeed any apol- 
ogy be necessary. 


Joseph Mosser was born in York 


county, Pa,, April 19,1812. He resided 
in that and the adjoining county of Cum- 
berland until his removal to Illinois in 
1856. He was married to Maria Bailey, 
also of York county, March 1, 1832, and 
with her he lived in affuotionate concord 
until her death, January 23, 1884, Of 
the five sons and five daughters born of 
this union, one son and three daughter* 
stood by hii grave in Greenvrojd Cem- 
etery to-day. 


As auove stated, our father came with 


hia family to Illinois in 1856, lauding m 
Decatur on his birthday. He soon after- 
ward entered the services of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society (being a local preacher 
in the Methodist Episcopal Church), and 
two years afterwards removed to Saltm 
to take the snperintendeney of the oper- 
ations of that organization in the south- 
ern half of the state. In that capacity 
he became widely known throughout the 
fifty-sis counties comprising his district, 
and enjoyed a marked degree of popular- 
ity among the church people interested 
in his wor', He continued in the Bible 
agency until 1876, when increasing age 
prompted his retirement. 
In March, 


1835, he married Miss Sue W. Balmer, of 
Wooster, Ohio, who prove 1 a kinj and 
affectionate companion for his closing 
days, who spared no pains to lighten the 
infirmities which marked the end of his 
life and was truly a helpmate for him. 


Oar father was a man of mark in many 


ways. He w s physically a man of won- 
derful strength and vigor. In his youth 
and early manhood he was the very per- 
sonification of manly perfection, and hia 
strength and physical power remsinei 
until late in life. With such a physique, 
he could not well be a negative man, for 
physique has much to do with character. 
As he did whatever he undertook with 
vim and energy, so whatever he believed 
he believed with all hia might. He had 
strong convictions, and was never asham- 
ed or afraid to assert them. The warm 
blood of his nature made him an enthu- 
siast in what he did or believed. He was, 
after the death of the old Whig party, to 
which he gave the ardor of his youth, a 
radical Republican in politics. In hia 
religion be was thoroughly and devotedly 
earnest. In his social relations he was 
one of the most genial and companiona- 
ble of men, he loved children, and they 
all loved him. In short, he was an hon- 
est and good man. He loved his family 
and friends, he loved his country and it's 
free institutions, he loved his church and 
her ordinances, he loved his God. Peace 
be to bis ashee. 


Thefuueial services were held at hia 


late residence, in Salem, yesterday after- 
noon, and were attended by a large num- 
ber of people. An appropriate and ten- 
der discourse was delivered by hie pustoi, 
Rev J, B. Raveneeroft, who accompanied 
the remains to Decatur, assisted by otner 
olergvni'-'u of the place and neighbor- 
nooj, hfter whicli a larze concourse of 
people followed the ream us to the depot. 
Tne interment toot p'ace to-dny in 
Greenwoo'i cemetery, Eev. X. I. Ooultae 
conducting the bunal eerviee, assisted by 
R-v Hornce Reed, R-v. .T B RaveDf- 
eru't aid Rev. Ge-irKe Stev-ns.

Disinfection of Rooms. 


The author recommends 
mercuric 


chloride. The windows, chimney, etc., 
are carefully closed up, and fifty grams 
mercuric chloride are placed in any 
suitable vessel, wh4ch is then set on a 
pan of burning charcoal, the operator 
immediately leaving the room and 
closing the door. After about four 
hours he re-enters, with a cloth over 
his mouth and nose, and throws open 
the windows. After some hours of 
ventilation a slight storing with sul- 
phur is made to follow, which neutral- 
izes any remnants of mercury. 
This 


process not merely disinfects, bat de- 
stroys all kind* of Vermin.—M. Koenig, 
in Scientific American.

It simply requires that 
imitations of butter shall be known and 
Fold as such. The names are required 
to bo clearly distinguishable from the 
word "butter," and from any com- 
pound modifications or derivations of 
that word. Manufactories of imitation 
butter are to be registered, and bogus 
butter is not to be colored in imitation 
of real butter. The whole purpose of 
the bill is to prevent sales of an imita- 
tion on false pretense, and is, there- 
fore, entirely right and proper. — N. W. 
Advocate.

NEW YORK, June 16.—A few minutes 


after thre^ o'clock yesterday afternoon 
In room No. 26 at toe Stutervant House, 
Win. B. Thompson, of Kansas City, aged 
twenty-seven, shot and kiliecl his wife, a 
landsome woman of about twenty-three, 
and then shot himself twice, inflicting 
fatal wounds in the head and near the 
heart. Mrs. Thompson lived twenty-five 
minutes after being shot. Her wound 
was In the back of her head. 
t An employe of the hotel was hurrying 
toward the room in response to a pro- 
longed ring of the annunciator, when he 
heard shots flred. He rushed back to the 
clerk's desk and informed Mr. Leland, 
the proprietor, who hurried upstairs with 
•everal of his subordinates. The door of 
loom No. 25 was locked. 
Groans were 
letrd from within. The door was quick- 
ly bunt In, and a terrible sight was then 


' revealed. 


| Upon the floor, their heads resting 
each 
upon a separate 
pillow, were 


Thompson and his wife. 
The woman 


'was dying. 
Thompson was groaning 


with pain. Beside him lay a heavy re- 
volver with which the shooting hnd been 
done. The hotel carpenter, Geo. Hutty, 
•was the first to reach the prostrate pair, 
liaising Thompson's head he asked: 


i "Why have you done this?" 
1 "Please get a doctor quick," was the 
reply. 


"Tell me why you did this?" persisted 


BuWy. 


"Get a doctor, I tell you," again re- 


plied the man. 


i He refused to say another word. 
1 Those In the room attended as well as 
they could to the wounded couple until 
the arrival of physicians who had been 
summoned. Drs. Mulford, Katzenbach 
and Hillen soon came in, but just as they 
'did so Mrs. Thompson breathed her last. 
The physicians turned their attention to 
Thompson, and all agreed after a brief 
examination that he could live but a 
short time. An ambulance having ar- 
'rived, the man was placed therein and 
conveyed to the New York hospital. 


I Thompson arrived at the hotel with his 
•Wife five days ago, and registered as from 
Kansas City. The couple had a large 
amount of baggage and seemed to have 
plenty of money. They were quiet and 
tlld not mingle much with other guests. 
Yesterday morning Thompson stood at 
the hotel desk and wrote two letters, 
which ho loft to be mailed. One was ad- 
dressed to E. S. Yard, of Hanover Square, 
this city, and the other to C. S. Thorap- 
ion, No. 314 West Fourteenth street, Kan- 
eas City. A telegram has been sent to 
the latter address by Mr. Lelaucl. 
f The hotel people think from appear- 
ances that the couple were on their wed- 
ging tour. An examination of the room 
revealed no indication of the cause of the 
tragedy. Mrs. Thompson was in street 
costume, find her hat lay beside her on 
the floor. This would indicate that she 
hnd prepared for a walk, but the appear- 
ance of the pillows seemed to show that 
the couple were lying on the floor before 
or at the time of the shooting. 


• The bell knob bears blood stains from 
Thompson's hands, showing that one oi 
the couple most Save been wounded be- 
fore the alarm was given.

Sanguinary Battle Between Illicit 


Distillers and Officers of the 


Government. 


Timaly Rescue of the Latter From 


Tight Place—Capture of the 


Party Wanted.

if violators of the United States internal 
'evenue laws In charge of a posse of dep- 
uty marshals, who hav« had quite a lively 
time with the manufacturers of illicit 
spirits.

Bedford and six United States marshals 
figured in the flght. 


Of late years moonshinin'g has become 


quite common in this section of North- 
eastern Pennsylvania, and within the 
past twelve months there have been an 
unusual number of arrests. The irregu- 
larity has usually been committed, ho'w- 
ever, by those who had a distillery li- 
cense, and Mho, instead of ranking spirits 
without license, evaded the law by falsi- 
fying their revenue reports, either by 
omission or otherwise, rather than by 
working in the more explicit contraven- 
tion of the law which moonlight nights 
engender. 


Such were the facts in the case, and

the arrest of W, E. Chandler, James Gow 
and W. R. Colwell, and, with the other 
members of his band, left on the one 
o'clock train for Now MUford. 


Arriving there, the party at once drove 


to the house of Chandler. Whether or 
not the latter had been'warned they were 
unable to ascertain, but the building was 
closed to the topmost blind, and the door 
wa.i locked and barred. Their continued 
rapping at last roused some one withm, 
however, and behind a closed blind a 
woman's voice asked what they wanted. 
The chief of the put-so replied that they 
had a warrant for Chandler's arrest and 
wanted him. The reply at once came 
that he had gon« to Albany, and would 
not return for several days. 


The marshals then asked her to open 
tin door, but she refused, and when thov 
at empted to force ,it the bright barrel of

revolver was 
thrust 


through the slats. This, together with 
an announcement to the effect that the 
house was the owner's castle and unless 
they desisted they must be responsible 
for any.tragedy that might ensue, called a 
halt OL the proceedings for a few min- 
utes, ami then, after a consultation, 'he 
attack was renewed. 


The door of the besieged house was 


broken open, and the posse, after dispos- 
sessing the belligerent female of her 
weapon, made a search of the house. 
Chandler, who was secreted in the house, 
heard the footsteps of the officers com- 
ing np the stars, and hastily summoning 
a confederate, who was in another room, 
he stepped out to meet the officers. 


Hastily grabbing adonble-barreled shot- 
gun, he fired twice at the marshals, badly 
wounding Officers Black and Bowen. Be- 
fore he could flre again Depnty Collector 
Bedford put a ball through his cheek. 
James Gow, Chandler's confederate, DOW 
took up the gun and commenced to bea 
the wounded officers over the head. 
A 


shot from the deputy marshals sent him 
to the floor. 


Mrs. Chandler, who by this time ha' 


escaped the attention of the officers, ran 
out into the yard and summoned assist- 
ance by blowing a large dinner-horn, 
sympathizers and 
other moonshiners 


were soon on the spot. The Federal of- 
ficers, beginning to feel aalanned, dis- 
patched one of their number on horse- 
back to the nearest village for help, and 
in tbe meantime shut themselves up in 
the house. 


About thirty 
rough 
backwoodsmen 


were on the outside, and made a desper- 
ate effort to get into the Bouse, but every 
time were repulsed by a volley from the 
officers. 


At 7:30 in the evening the mob outside 


organized a party to go up on the house 
and tear the roof off, but the timely 
arrival of the authorities from Tunkhan- 
nock prevented the carrying out of their 
design. The feeling among this class of 
people is very bitter against the oflicers, 
and had not assistance arrived they 
would undoubtedly have murdered the 
whole party. Marshal Black and Chand- 
ler will die from their wounds.
